simple-matter of assessment on clear and 
undisputed evidence; and many of the 
awards which will be submitted for review 
will involve legal considerations of the 
nicest kind. Moreover, there is the 
danger that the evidence, which no longer 
exists completely in written form, may 
become more untrustworthy with the 
lapse of time. 

Let us recall the very trying circum- 
stancés in which the County Court 
judges did their work. The local councils 
defended no claims after August, 1920; 
and, in addition to the peculiar responsi- 
bility which this fact put upon the judges, 
they were obliged to cope with the. vary- 
ing uncertainty of the law ‘during the 
period of adjudication. Such irruptious 
as martial law and “ reprisals ' opened 
new vistas to the legal mind, and Acts of 
Parliament created fresh law on divers? 
A judicial decision on arcuit

subjects. 
was supported by obiter dicta of judges of 
the Court of Appeal; but, after a while, 
that Court. decided solemnly against it. 
What were the County Court judges to 
do? Some followed the first decision and 
others ignored it. It was impossible that 
all could agree in ‘their ‘principles of 
adjudication. If the Commission is to be 
just to all concerned, it must have due 
regard for this state of affairs.. It cannot 
neglect to take into careful consideration 
the view of the facts -held by the County 
Court judge at the time when they were 
fresh in the. minds of the parties; and 
it must make allowance for the effect, of 
the law’s fluctuations upon his decision. 
It obvious, that a single 
tribunal of three persons could not hope 
to cover this extensive ground without 
delays which would be unfair alike to 
claimants and to the defending bodies. If 
the thing is to be done thoroughly, it 
must be done by three or four separate 
tribunals in separate areas. By such a 
arrangement not only an absolutely just 
settlement, but a reasonably swift settle- 
ment, would be secured. 

Each Government will foot its due 
share of the bill, and the Free State 
Government's arrangements to this end 
will concern all Irish ratepayers.

The ‘Naval Estimates. ' 

The chief interest in the Naval Esti- 
mates, which were issued yesterday, is 
derived from the recent passage at arms’ 
between the Admiralty and the Geddes | 
Commissioners.. The .economy,report, our 
readers will remember, called for a “ cut” 
in naval expenditure of (£21,000,000, 
exclusive of such savings as might be 
effected through ‘the ‘success of the Wash- 
ington Conference. The actual estimates 
amount to. 964,883,700,..which,. compared 
with last year’s figures of £82,479,000, 
show a gross reduction of £17,595,300. On 
the effective Services nearly £21,000,000 
have been saved; but, on the other hand, 
the cost of the non-effective Services has 
increased by some £3,000,000, This in- 
crease is due almost altogether. to the 
provision of pensions and gratuities for the 
30,000 officers and men of the Navy who 
are about to be disbanded. Therefore, to 
all intents and. purposes, the figure which 
was recommended by the “Geddes Com: 
miftee has been reached. One important 
point, however, must not be forgotten. 
The £21,000,000 of the Geddes report had 
nothing to do with the Washington Con- 
ference; the £21,000,000 which the Ad- 
miralty has. saved. are the direct result of 
the naval agreement. Had there been no 
agreement, there would have been no 
saving. "Lord Lee of Fareham explains 
the reasons why the Geddes recommenda- 
tions could not be carried into effect. 
Fstimates depend on policy, he says, and 
Britain's naval policy is the maintenance 
of a one-Power standard. Money must be 
saved if Britain is to survive; but the 
Navy should be the last, and not the first, 
victim of the economy “axe.” i 


What Drink Costs. 


The national drink bill for 1921 is 
an alarming document, In the United 
Kingdom £402,000,000 were spent on 
alcoholic liquor eae "go £47u,000,000 
in 1920.- The action was due 
almost entirely to the general. reduction 
df wages, and there is little doubt that, 
as a. people, we are drinking as heavily 
as ever. The expenditure per head of the 
population—men, women, and -children— 
came to about £8 10s. If we exclude all 
persons under 21 years of age, it came to 
about £14 4s. These figures make no 
allowance for total abstainers ; therefore, 
the average man who ' drinks” must 
spend *quite a formidable sum on his 
indulgence. Surely a Geddes ‘“axe’’ is 
wanted here. Last year the nation spent 
£82,000,000 on its Navy, some £100,000,000 
on its Army, and less than £250,000,000 
on the much-abused Civil Services. Yet 
it spent over £400,000,000 on drink with- 
out a word of protest from the advocates 
of “anti-waste.” What is the remedy? 
Prohibition, of course, is quite hopeless ; 
the American experiment has pricked 
that bubble, and we hope that the Irish: 
Free State will leave it severely alone. 
The judicious reform of the licensing 
laws. however, is another matter, and

it is best to do so. A better plan of attack may 
then. be discovered. 
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Suit. contracts are more often defeated by 
ruffing than by any other means. If a player is 
observant he wiil often obtain an inference thai 
his partner can ruff on a particular suit... For 
instance, if a player leads up to strength tm 
dummy, his partner should at once conclude 
that a sifigleton had been led, and the leader 
was anxious to trump on the next round.

Piayers should, in general, lead through 
strength and up to weakness if possible, always 
provided the strength be not too great.

The Naval Estimates for 1922-23, pre- 
pared on the assumption. that the Naval 
Treaty concluded at Washington, will: be 
effectively ratified’ by all the signatory 
Powers, amount to a total of £64,883,700. 

The net amount last year was 
£82,479,000. 
~The numbers provided for are—Officers, 
seamen, boys, and marines, 118,500; 
coastguard and marine police, 2,900; but 
' the first number, it is stated, will be re- 
duced to approximately 98,500 as soon as 


practicable. 

The votes. for effective Services total 
£54,774,200,.4 reduction of nearly ‘£29,000,000, 
the result of the Washington Conference and 
concurrent administrative economies. 

‘The non-effective votes have increased by 
£3,000,000, almost entirely dune to provision for 
pensions and retiring gratuities to the great 
number Of officers, men, and dockyard employés, 
amounting io over 30,000, who are to be re- 
duced thia, year. 

In an explanatory statement the First Lord 
says that therestimates can only be based upon 
the naval policy of the Government as approved 
by Parliament, and implemented at Washington 
as to numbers—-a One-Power standard—that is, 
that our Navy should be not inferior in strength 
to that of any other Power. The duty of the 
Admiralty is to carry out that policy with the 
strictect. regard to economy, giving the utmost 
weight to the changed and improved interna- 
tional conditions which has resulted from the 
Washington Conference.

The Geddes Committee recommended a

In a long, detailed explanation of the reasons

THE LAW OF FORCE.

Mh. JUSTICE WILSON AND THE 
DANGER OF ANARCHY. 


The Fermanagh Assizes were opened in the 
Courthouse, Enniskillen, by Mr. Justice Wilson; 
while appeals were heard in the Reeord Court 
by Lord Chief Justice Henry. Their lordships 
were received at the courthouse by a guard of 
the Lincolmshire Regiment, with King’s Colour. 

Mr. Justice Wilson was accompanied on the 
bench in the Crown Court by the Hon. C, 
Lowry-Corry, High Sheriff. 

Addressing the Grand Jury, his Lordship 
said, as to the general state of the county, that 
it was. in a similar condition to the correspond- 
ing period of last year, The number of cases 
specially reported since the last Assires was 41. 
Last year the number Was 41. In those 41 vases 
five were cases of attempted murder, which 
took place on the 7th and 8th February, when 
some people were .kidnapped. That was the 
return in regard to serious crime. With regard 
to ordinary crime the total number of cases 
heard at sessions was 228. Of these 26 were 
discharged. By far the greater number of 
these cases were for offences of drunkenness. 
He could not say that he could congratulate 
the jury on the peaceable state of their county. 
Their county had been exposed to attacks 
which might reduce their.county to a state of 
chaos, where there was no law except the Jaw 
of force, and each man was a guide unto him- 
self. If there were no law, then a community 
which was once civilised . might easily de- 
generete into a state of anarchy. He hoped 
that British law, as they knew it as contained 
in the Statutes of the Realm, or passed by any 
constituted: Parliament, would be maintained 
and preserved. 

The Foreman of the Grand Jury said that he 
had been requested by the members of the 
jury to eonvey to his lordship, and also to the 
lord Chief Justice. a hearty welcome on this 
their first visit to their county as His Majesty’s 
Justices of Assize. 

His Lordship said that on behalf of his great 
chief, who was well knewn to them in his pro- 
fessional career, and who was second to nore 
in the Irish Bar, and himself as a humble 
follower, he thanked them for their kindness.

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AMERICA’S POUND OF FLESH.

AIRMEN’S ADVENTURE. 
PRETORIA, Monday.

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MR. MAURICE HEALY 
ATTACKED. 

Mr. Maurice, Healy, junior eounsel for Mr.

Batley, was set upon by two men, knocked 
down, and injured near the Marble Arch, 
London, shortly after midnight on Saturday. 

“The attack conid not in any way, I think, 
be connected with the Hooley case, said Mr. 
Healy to the Evening News yesterday. Mr. 
Healey’s head is swathed in bandages, and he 
has a severe bruise over the right eye. 

“ After dining in the West-end,” he explained, 
“I walked along Piccadilly with a friend, and 
was talking to him until, perhaps, 12.30 o'clock. 
Then I walkea to the Marble Arch, and over 
towards my home in Bryanston street. 

‘Two ‘respectably dressed men approached 
and asked for money. I had drawn out some 
money from my pocket, when one of the men 
grabbed my wrist, saying, “Give us all o 
that.” He bit my hand, so I dug him in the 
stomach with my umbrella. The other man 
lashed out at me from behind. His fist hit 
me in the face, and knocked me down. 1 was 
quite dazed,. but the men made no attempt to 
gtab the money still in my hand.”
